searches etc . Police can not. AHS has school 
resource officer on-site. 

AHS now takes a consistent approach to 
handling students found in possession of drug, 
marijuana, pills, edibles, and is aligned with MGL 
Chapter 71.37H which can impose drug 
screening, possible out-of-school suspension 
and/or expulsion for 1st time offenders.

Expulsion/suspension does NOT apply to 
tobacco/vaping violations: in-school-suspension 
being considered as option. For tobacco violation 
kids are issued a $100 ticket through the court 
system which is waived if kids comply with 
anti-tobacco program which involves meeting 
with child psychologist through AYCC. Students 
will be offered a resource sheet moving forward. 

For 2017-2018 school year -15 tobacco 
violations @ AHS - all vapes/JUULs.
